The primary  
responsibility of the office 
is to manage the annual 
HUD entitlement grants, 
particularly the  
Community Development 
Block Grant (CDBG).  
 The City coordi-
nates its community  
development activities 
with many other public/
private agencies. These 
organizations use a  
combination of both pub-
lic and private dollars to  
produce and renovate 
affordable housing and 
market-rate housing  

opportunities in many of 
Chattanooga’s socio-
economically diverse 
neighborhoods.  They also 
provide assistance to the 
homeless, as well as infra-
structure improvements, 
recreational, educational, 
and economic needs.   
 The review  
process is comprehensive, 
and includes the Mayor, 
City Council, and citizen  
input.  With the assistance 
of the members of the 
Community Development 
Advisory Committee, all 
proposals and requests for 
use of federal dollars are 
processed on a  
competitive basis.
